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The Detroit Tigers made franchise history in 2013. With a 93-69 record, the club captured its third consecutive 
American League Central Division crown and advanced to the postseason for the third time in as many years. It 
marked the first time in franchise history the club won three consecutive division titles, and second time the team 
has ever advanced to the postseason in three straight seasons. With their defeat of the Oakland Athletics in five 
games during the American League Division Series, the Tigers became the first club to advance to the American 
League Championship Series in three consecutive seasons since the New York Yankees did so in four straight 
seasons from 1998-2001. The Tigers eventually fell to the Boston Red Sox during a tightly contested six-game 
American League Championship Series. 

The Tigers advanced to the postseason behind a strong combination of pitching and offense. In 2013, Tigers 
pitchers struck out 1,428 batters to establish a new Major League record for most strikeouts in a season. Anibal 
Sanchez, Max Scherzer and Justin Verlander each fanned 200-or- 
more batters, becoming just the third trio in major league history 
to each surpass 200 strikeouts. Behind the performances of a 
strong starting five, the Tigers finished third in the American 
League with a 3.61 ERA. 

Max Scherzer anchored the Tigers pitching staff, leading the 
major leagues with 21 wins on the season, while he was second 
with 240 strikeouts and fifth with a 2.90 ERA. Scherzer 
established a new franchise record for a starter, winning 13 
straight decisions to begin the season, and was named the 2013 
winner of the American League Cy Young Award, as voted on by 
the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. He is the fourth 
pitcher in franchise history to capture the American League Cy 
Young Award and first since Justin Verlander in 2011. 

Fellow starter Anibal Sanchez put together a stellar year in his 
first full season with the Tigers. He posted a 2.57 ERA to capture 
the American League ERA crown for the first time in his career. 
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Justin Verlander was selected to the American League's All-Star 
squad for the sixth time in his career after finishing fourth in the 
American League in both strikeouts and innings pitched. For the 
fifth consecutive season, Verlander struck out 200-or-more batters 
and pitched 200-or-more innings for the Tigers. He also earned the 
decisive win in a dominating Game Five performance against the 
Oakland Athletics in the American League Division Series for the 
second year in a row. 

At the plate, the Tigers led the American League with a .283 
batting average, 1,625 hits, and a .446 on-base percentage. The 
.283 average is the highest for a Tigers club since 2007. The 
powerful combination of Miguel Cabrera and Prince Fielder became | 
the seventh duo in Tigers history to each surpass 25-or-more home 
runs and drive in 100-or-more RBI in a season. 

Miguel Cabrera once again led the Tigers offense, capturing his = 
third consecutive American League batting crown in 2013. Cabrera 
led the American League with a .348 average, a .442 on-base 
percentage and a .636 slugging percentage, while he was second with 44 home runs, 137 RBI and 353 total 
bases, and tied for second wtih 103 runs scored and 193 hits. Despite battling injury throughout the second half of 
the season, Cabrera put up incredible numbers and earned his second straight American League Most Valuable 
Player Award as voted on by the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. He is the first American League player 
to win back-to-back MVP Awards since Frank Thomas did so in 1993 and 1994 with the Chicago White Sox. He 
also earned his eighth All-Star Game appearance, and was elected by the fans to start the game for the first time in 
his career. 

Veteran Guano Torii Hunter reached several milestones in his first year with the Tigers, knocking his 2,000th 
career hit on April 9, appearing in his 2,000th career game on June 6, and 
hitting his 300th career home run on June 16. Hunter led the American 
4 League with 17 game-winning RBI, and made his fifth career All-Star team 

and first with the Tigers. 

a Victor Martinez returned to the Tigers lineup in 2013 after missing all of 
SS 2012 with microfracture surgery and repairs to both the medial and lateral 
+ meniscus in his left knee. After struggling in the first half of the season, 

| Martinez turned it on after the All-Star Break, leading the American League 
with a .361 batting average. His success continued into October where he 
led the Tigers offense with a .405 batting average during the postseason. 

Jose Iglesias proved to be a spark for the Tigers in the second half of 
the season. Acquired just prior to the trade deadline, Iglesias solidified the 
left side of the Tigers infield, making spectacular defensive plays as the 
club’s shortstop. His speed proved a valuable asset for the Tigers, as he led 
the American League with 35 infield hits, while he was tied for second with 
: 10 bunt hits. 

The Tigers captured the American League Central Division Crown on September 25 in Minnesota to advance to 
the postseason. The Tigers once again squared off against the Oakland Athletics during the American League 
Division Series. After winning the first game on the heels of a stellar pitching performance by Max Scherzer, the 
Tigers lost the next two games, and trailed 3-0 in the fifth inning of Game 
Four. Home runs by Victor Martinez and Jhonny Peralta, coupled with a 
gutsy two-inning relief appearance by Game One winner Max Scherzer, 
forced a decisive Game Five in Oakland. Justin Verlander once again 
took the hill and dominated the A's, striking out 10 and allowing no runs 
and two hits in eight innings of work to deliver the Tigers to the American J 
League Championship Series. 

For the first time in history, the Tigers faced off against the Boston 
Red Sox in the postseason. The Tigers captured Game One of the 
American League Championship Series in Boston behind a strikeout 
laden performance by Anibal Sanchez, but lost Games Two and Three in 
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Game Four to even the series, but dropped close contests in Games 
Five and Six, and were eliminated from the postseason. 

Manager of the 2013 club, Jim Leyland, became the first Tigers 
skipper in franchise history to lead the team to four postseason 
appearances, and joined Hughie Jennings as the only two Tigers 
managers to guide the club to three consecutive postseason 
appearances. 


CABRERA CAPTURES MVP 


For the second consecutive year, Miguel Cabrera captured the American League’s top honor: The Most Valuable 
Player Award, as voted on by the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. Despite battling a serious injury 
throughout the second half of the season, Cabrera led the American League with a .348 batting average, a 442 
on-base percentage and a .636 slugging percentage, while he was tied for first with 37 go-ahead RBI, second with 
44 home runs, 137 RBI and 353 total bases, tied for second with 103 runs scored and 193 hits, third with 90 walks, 
and ninth with 52 multi-hit games. With a .348 batting average, Cabrera captured his third straight American 
League batting title, becoming the first Tigers player to win back-to-back-to-back batting crowns since Ty Cobb did 
so from 1917-1919. 

Cabrera is just the seventh player in American League history to capture back-to-back MVP Awards, joining 
Frank Thomas (1993-1994), Roger Maris (1960-1961), Mickey Mantle (1956-1957), Yogi Berra (1954-1955), Hal 
Newhouser (1944-1945), and Jimmie Foxx (1932-1933). Five of those sixe players have been elected to the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, New York. Cabrera also joins Hal Newhouser as the only two 
players in Tigers history to capture consecutive Most Valuable Player Awards. 

A fearsome offensive force throughout the season, Cabrera racked up 
the accolades during the offseason: He was named the 2013 Player of the 
Year and American League Outstanding Player in voting conducted by his 
peers for the Players Choice Awards. Cabrera was also named Player of 
the Year by The Sporting News, and was given the Hank Aaron Award as 
the American League's top hitter. He was also awarded the Silver Slugger 
Award for being the top offensive third baseman in the American League. 

During his two combined MVP seasons, Cabrera leads the majors with | 
398 hits, 88 home runs, 276 RBI, a .338 batting average, and a .626 
slugging percentage, while he is second with 212 runs scored, and a .417 
on-base percentage. 

Since joining the Tigers in 2008, Cabrera leads the American League 
with 615 runs scored, 1,153 hits, 227 home runs, 737 RBI, and a .588 
slugging percentage, while he is second with 477 walks, a .327 batting 
average and a .407 on-base percentage. He has recorded 100-or-more 
RBI in each of his first six seasons with the Tigers, joining Harry Heilmann 
(1923-29) as the only two players in franchise history to record 100-or- 
more RBI in six-or-more straight seasons with the club. 

With Cabrera’s MVP win in 2013, the Tigers have won each of the past 
three American League MVP awards. 


SCHERZER WINS CY YOUNG 
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After completing one of the winningest seasons in franchise history, Max Scherzer was named the American 
League Cy Young Award winner in voting conducted by the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. Scherzer led 
the American League with 21 wins and an .875 winning percentage, while he was second with 240 strikeouts, 
10.08 strikeouts per nine innings, 25 quality starts, and a .198 batting average against, fifth with a 2.90 ERA, and 
tied for fifth with 214.1 innings pitched. 

By winning the Cy Young Award in 2013, Scherzer became just the fourth pitcher in franchise history to take 
home a pitcher's top honors. He joins Denny McLain, who captured the award in both 1968 and 1969, Guillermo 
Hernandez who won during the Tigers World Championship season of 1984, and Justin Verlander, who took home 
both the Cy Young and MVP Awards in 2011. 

Scherzer began the 2013 season by winning each of his first 13 decisions for the Tigers. His first loss came just 
days before the All-Star Break on July 13 against the Texas Rangers. His streak of 13 straight decisions without 
suffering a loss to begin a season is the longest such streak by a Tigers starter in the history of the franchise. 

Max Scherzer’s hot start was fueled in part by his incredible strikeout 
totals. During his first 18 starts of the season, Scherzer struck out six-or- 
more batters in each outing. His 18-game streak is the second-longest : 
such streak in American League history, trailing only Pedro Martinez’s 29- © 
game streak of six-or-more strikeouts to begin the 2000 season. 

On September 15 vs. Kansas City Scherzer pitched the 1,000th inning 
of his Major League Career. At the time, he had already accumulated 71 
wins and 1,045 strikeouts in his career. The only other pitcher in Major ' 
League history to have more wins and strikeouts through 1,000 career 
innings pitched is Pedro Martinez, who had 71 wins and 1,075 strikeouts 
through his first 1,000 career innings. 

For his dominating performance on the mound in 2013, Scherzer was 
named the 2013 American League Outstanding Pitcher in voting 
conducted by his peers for the Players Choice Awards. He was also 
named “King Tiger” by the Mayo Smith Society for both his performance | \ - 


on the field, and his off-field charitable endeavors. ' \ > i 


Over the past two seasons, Scherzer leads the major leagues with 37 
wins and a .787 winning percentage, while he is second with 471 
strikeouts.

On November 12, 2013 Tigers President, CEO and General Manager David Dombrowski accepted the 
Commissioner's Award for Philanthropic Excellence, which was created to recognize the charitable and 
philanthropic efforts of MLB clubs, on behalf of the Detroit Tigers for the club’s anti-bullying program. 

“On behalf of team owner Michael llitch and the Detroit Tigers organization, we are honored to receive the 2013 
Commissioner's Award for Philanthropic Excellence,” said Tigers President CEO and General Manager, David 
Dombrowski. “This award is an acknowledgement of the Tigers steadfast commitment as a social insitution. The 
prevalence of bullying in the lives of today’s children is astonishing, and the resulting effect on its victims is 
frightening. We are especially proud to be part of the movement to prevent bullying and humbled to be recognized 
for our efforts.” 

According to research done by Bully Police USA, one in five students in Michigan are bullied, and the 
devastating effects of bullying among youth in the community are becoming more apparent. As a result of the 
epidemic of bullying in schools, the Tigers launched the Detroit Tigers Anti-Bullying program, a free state-wide 
educational program designed to help students and teachers manage the issue of bullying in schools. Since its 
inception in 2011, the program has reached nearly a quarter of a million young people in 90% of counties 
throughout the state of Michigan. The Detroit Tigers Foundation, an affiliate of llitch Charities received a $10,000 
grant from Major League Baseball as part of the award. 

The Detroit Tigers and the Detroit Tigers Foundation partnered with Michigan K.I.D.S and the Newspapers in 
Education programs to develop “Strike Out Bullying’, a component of the Detroit Tigers Anti-Bullying program that 
provides students and educators with tools to address 
and manage the issue of bullying in schools through a 
baseball-themed educationa 
supplement. 

Tigers players and executives are doing their part as 
well. Alex Avila, Miguel Cabrera, Phil Coke, Jose 
Iglesias and Austin Jackson have all spoken out against 
bullying. Tigers representatives have also participated in 
a Midwest National Task Force hearing on Children 
Exposed to Violence. 

Recently, the state of Michigan successfully passed 
Anti-Bullying legislation and achieved an At++ rating 
from Bully Police USA. The Tigers are proud to support 
the elimination of bullying from schools throughout 
Michigan, but there is still more work to be done. No 
one person, or organization can strike out bullying. It is 
a team effort.

In 2012, the Tigers sold nearly 3.3 million tickets, which included the regular and post-season, and it marked the 

most tickets sold in one season in the 113-year history of the franchise. 

Under his leadership, the Tigers have established all-time highs in sponsorship, suite, season ticket and group 

sales. 

Over the course of his tenure, he has overseen the development and implementation of plans for ballpark 

renovations and enhancements including: the relocation of the right field bullpen to left field and the installation 

of right field grandstand seating, the opening of a new retail store, The D Shop, and the Motor City Casino Hotel 

Champions Club. 

Following the 2011 season, oversaw the design and development process of the new High Definition video 

board and LED ribbon boards at Comerica Park. 

Was instrumental in the launch of the Detroit Tigers Foundation, an affiliate of llitch Charities. Since its inception 

in 2005, the foundation has awarded over $8 million to individuals and groups in the Detroit area.

Played for both Detroit and Texas in 1977, for Cleveland, Oakland and Toronto in 1978, and finished his 
professional career with Seattle in 1979-80...hit 29 home runs in 1979 and collected 106 RBI. 

Became the 43rd player in major league history to collect 300 career home runs when he went deep off Jack 
Morris in the Kingdome on June 6, 1979. * Hit 20-or-more homers in seven of his seasons and remains fourth 
on the Tigers all-time list with 262. * Named to the “Tigers Greatest” team as selected by fans in 1969. 

Played for and managed Valencia in the 1978-79 Venezuelan winter league, capturing the Caribbean Title.

Departed Tiger Stadium in uniform during 1967 in a desperate attempt to quell rioting in Northwest Detroit.

Is the Tigers all-time leader with 2,834 games played and 399 home runs...is the only player other than Cobb to 

lead the franchise in any major career offensive category. 

His distinguished major league career began with Detroit in 1953 when he was just 18 years old...went straight 

to the majors without ever playing in the minor leagues. 

Runner-up for the American League Most Valuable Player award in 1955 and 1963...finished second to Yogi 

Berra in 1955 and Elston Howard in 1963...chosen by The Sporting News as its Player of the Year both seasons. 

Became the youngest player ever to lead the American League in hitting at age 20 as he won the batting title in 

1955 with a .340 batting average...was one day younger than Ty Cobb when he won the title in 1907. 

Hit .300-or-better eight times and collected 20-or-more home runs nine times...topped .300 in five-of-six seasons 

from 1958-63 and was the Tigers batting champion 10 times during his career. 

Posted 399 career home runs and maintained a .297 lifetime batting average...collected his 300th home run in 

1967, becoming the 27th player in history to reach that total. 

Tied Tris Speaker for an American record by appearing in 100-or-more games for 19 straight seasons. 

Accomplished the 100-or-more game streak despite several injuries, including a broken cheek bone (1959), 

broken collar bone (1962), rib injury (1965, 1973), foot surgery (1965), broken finger (1967) and a broken right 

arm (1968). 

Received the 1973 Roberto Clemente Award, given by the Commissioner of Baseball to the player best 

exemplifying baseball on and off the field. 

Received the 1974 Joseph E. Cronin trophy as the American League Player of the Year...other awards include 

the 1973 Bill Slocum Award from the NY Baseball Writers for “long and meritorious service to baseball,” the 

1970 Fred Hutchinson Award exemplifying “character and competitive spirit,” and the 1974 Tiger of Year from 

the Detroit Baseball Writers. 

Came back from a broken arm earlier in the season to bat .379 (11x29) against the St. Louis Cardinals in 

the 1968 World Series...launched two home runs in the Series, in Game Three and Six, and drove in eight runs. 

Had his uniform number 6 retired by the Tigers on August 17, 1980, the first Tigers player to receive this honor. 

Selected by Tigers fans as one of three outfielders on the Tigers all-time team as announced during the closing 

of Tiger Stadium in 1999...also selected to the “Tigers Greatest” team as selected by fans in 1969.

Selected the Tigers Player of the Month for July -- hit .344 (33x96) with five doubles, nine home runs and 23 RBI in 26 
games during the month...third in the American League with nine home runs during July, while he tied for third with 23 
RBI, tied for sixth with 33 hits and tied for eighth with a .344 batting average. 
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Tabbed the American League Player of the Month for August -- hit .357 (35x98) with six doubles, eight home runs and 
24 RBI in 26 games during the month...second in the American League with eight home runs during August, while he 
tied for second with 24 RBI, finished fifth with a .357 batting average and tied for seventh with 35 hits...marked the 
second time he earned American League Player of the Month honors with Detroit (also, July of 2008) to join Alan 
Trammell as the only two players in Tigers history to win the award multiple times...

Selected the American League Player of the Week for September 10-16 after hitting .407 (11x27) with two doubles, 
three home runs and seven RBI in six games during the week. 

Posted a season-high 14-game hitting streak September 10-24, batting .368 (21x57) with six doubles, seven home 
runs and 17 RBI. 

* Belted a grand slam on September 18 versus Oakland -- matched a career high with six RBI. 

Garnered Tigers Player of the Month honors for September after hitting .308 (32x104) with six doubles, 10 home runs 
and 27 RBI in 28 games -- led the American League with 27 RBI during the month, while he finished third with 10 home 
runs. 

Batted .332 (98x295) with 28 home runs in 80 games at home -- established a Comerica Park record with 28 home 
runs and it marked the most home runs hit at home by a Tigers player since Hank Greenberg connected for 29 home 
runs at home during the 1946 season...hit .327 (107x327) with 16 home runs in 81 games on the road. 

Hit .356 (62x174) with runners in scoring position -- fourth-best in the American League. 

Established a club record for an American League Division Series game with two doubles on October 7 in Game Two 
versus Oakland -- matched a franchise record for an American League Division Series game with three hits and two 
extra-base hits during that game. 


Selected to the American League's All-Star squad for the second time with the Tigers as he led the league with a .344 
batting average during the 2011 season -- became the 10th Tigers player to lead the American League in hitting, the 
first since Magglio Ordonez did so with a .363 batting average during the 2007 season. 

* Led the American League with 48 doubles and a .448 on-base percentage, while he finished second with 108 walks, 
22 intentional walks and a .586 slugging percentage, third with 335 total bases and 78 extra-base hits, fourth with 111 
runs scored, fifth with 197 hits, tied for sixth with 105 RBI and tied for 10th with 30 home runs. 

* Collected a career-high 108 walks, marking the first time in his career he has walked more than 100 times -- first Tigers 
player to draw 100-or-more walks during a single season since Tony Phillips and Mickey Tettleton both did so in 1993.

+ Finished with 30 home runs and 105 RBI, marking the fourth consecutive season he has posted both 30-or-more home 

runs and 100-or-more RBI for the Tigers -- first Tigers player with 30-or-more home runs and 100-or-more RBI in at 

least four straight seasons since Cecil Fielder accomplished the feat in four straight seasons with the club (1990-93). 

Recorded 48 doubles during the season, marking the second straight season he has posted 40-or-more doubles for 

the Tigers -- is the first Tigers player with back-to-back seasons of 40-or-more doubles since Hank Greenberg did so 

for the club in 1939 and 1940. 

Finished with 335 total bases for the Tigers, marking the fourth straight season he surpassed 300 total bases for the 

club -- became just the second player in franchise history to surpass 300 total bases in at least four straight seasons... 

Hank Greenberg is the other Tigers player to do so, accomplishing the feat in four straight seasons (1937-40). 

His .448 on-base percentage marked the highest on-base percentage by a Tigers player since Norm Cash finished the 

1961 season with a .487 on-base percentage -- his on-base percentage was the highest by a Tigers righthanded hitter 

since Harry Heilmann posted a .475 on-base percentage in 1927. 

Second among all American League first basemen with 1,379 total chances, 1,263 putouts and 103 assists...led all 

league first basemen with 13 errors. 

* Won the Walter “Buck” Leonard Award from the Negro League Baseball Museum as the American League’s batting 

champion. 

Selected as the Luis Aparicio Award winner as Venezuela’s top major league player. 

* Tabbed the second-best hitter and rated as possessing the second-best strike-zone judgement in the American League 
by Baseball America, while he and Texas’ Josh Hamilton were tied for having the second-best power in the league 
according to the publication. 

* Belted a season-high two home runs on April 3 at New York's Yankee Stadium -- equaled the high with two home runs 

on June 29 versus the New York Mets. 

Collected the 300th double of his career on April 11 versus Texas -- according to STATS LLC, he became the first major 

league player since at least 1946 to reach 300 doubles prior to turning 28 years old. 
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Tabbed the Tigers Player of the Month for March/April after hitting .333 (32x96) with eight doubles, seven home runs 
and 19 RBI in 27 games -- scored 24 runs during that stretch to mark the most runs scored by a Tigers player prior to 
May 1 since at least 1946. 

Posted a 12-game hitting streak May 18-30, batting .333 (15x45) with five doubles, three home runs and nine RBI. 
Selected the Tigers Player of the Month for June after batting .376 (35x93) with four doubles, seven home runs and 19 
RBI in 28 games -- led the American League with a .496 on-base percentage during the month, while he finished fourth 
with a .376 batting average, sixth with 35 hits and a .645 slugging percentage and tied for eighth with seven home runs. 
Collected the 1,500th hit of his major league career on July 15 versus the Chicago White Sox, a single in the fifth inning 
off Gavin Floyd.

Finished with seven RBI during the American League Championship Series, marking the most RBI collected by a Tigers 
player in American League Championship Series play. 


Selected to the American League's All-Star squad in his third season with the Tigers in 2010 as he led the league with 

126 RBI -- the first Tigers player to lead the league in RBI since Cecil Fielder did so with 124 RBI in 1992...tabbed the 

Tiger of the Year by Detroit's chapter of the BBWAA. 

* Led the American League with a .420 on-base percentage and 32 intentional walks, while he finished second with a 

.328 batting average, .622 slugging percentage, 341 total bases, 84 extra-base hits and an RBI once every 4.3 at-bats, 

tied for second with 111 runs scored, finished third with 38 home runs and a home run every 14.4 at-bats, tied for fourth 

with 45 doubles, finished fifth with 89 walks and 10th with 180 hits. 

Earned his third Silver Slugger Award, his first as a first baseman.

Made his major league debut on April 9 at Toronto, taking the loss after allowing four runs in five innings of work -- 
opposed Ricky Romero in his debut and, according to the Elias Sports Bureau, it marked the first time since Major 
League Baseball's Draft began in 1965 that two first-round selections making their major league debut squared off 
against each other...Porcello became the first Tigers starting pitcher to make his major league debut against another 
pitcher making his debut since Nate Cornejo did so at Texas on August 8, 2001 against Joaquin Benoit...at 20 years, 
three months and 13 days old, he became the youngest Tigers pitcher to start a game in his major league debut for the 
club since Bruce Robbins was 19 years old in his debut on July 28, 1979.

Became the youngest Tigers pitcher to start a game at Comerica Park at 20 years, four months and two days old, doing 
so on April 29 versus the New York Yankees -- became the third-youngest pitcher to start a game at Comerica Park, 
behind Seattle’s Felix Hernandez at 19 years, three months and 26 days old on August 4, 2005 and Los Angeles 
Clayton Kershaw at 20 years, two months and 27 days old on June 15, 2008. 

Posted a five-game winning streak May 5-27, the longest winning streak by a Tigers pitcher age 20-or-younger since 
at least 1954 -- marked the longest winning streak by a Tigers rookie pitcher since Armando Galarraga also won five 
straight decisions July 23-August 19, 2008...became the fourth pitcher age 20-or-younger since at least 1954 to record 
a streak of five-or-more victories in a single season, joining Fernando Valenzuela (eight, April 9-May 14, 1981), Dwight

Earned his 10th victory of the season on August 6 versus Baltimore in Detroit's 107th game of the season -- according 
to the Elias Sports Bureau, he is only the second pitcher over the last 20 years to record his 10th win that early ina 
season at age 20-or-younger...Felix Hernandez earned his 10th win for the Mariners in the club's 107th game of the 
2006 season as well. 

Ejected on August 11 at Boston following a bench-clearing incident in the second inning -- served a five-game 
suspension from Major League Baseball August 12-17. 
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* Fanned a career-high eight batters on August 18 versus Seattle -- equaled the high with eight strikeouts on October 6 
at Minnesota. 

Finished 2-1 with a 3.16 ERA (31.1IP/11ER) in six starts during August.

Earned the Wilbur “Bullet” Rogan Award from the Negro League Baseball Museum as the American League’s Pitcher 

of the Year. 

Topped the American League with an .828 winning percentage, 251.0 innings pitched, a .192 batting average against, 

6.24 hits per nine innings and 8.39 baserunners per nine innings, while he tied for the lead with 34 games started, 

finished third with 9.0 strikeouts per nine innings and 4.39 strikeouts per walk, tied for fourth with four complete games, 

tied for fifth with two shutouts and tied for seventh with 2.0 walks per nine innings. 

+ His 24 wins tied him for the 10th-highest single-season total in Tigers history -- marked the most wins by a Tigers 
pitcher since Mickey Lolich finished with 25 victories during the 1971 season...Verlander is the first Tigers pitcher with 
20-or-more wins during a season since Bill Gullickson won 20 games for the club in 1991. 

* Marked the sixth time a Tigers pitcher led the American League in ERA -- became the fifth pitcher to accomplish the 

feat and the first since Mark Fidrych did so with a 2.34 ERA during the 1976 season. 

Registered 250 strikeouts during the season, marking the third straight season he has fanned 200-or-more batters -- 

his streak of three straight seasons with 200-or-more strikeouts is the longest by a Tigers pitcher since Mickey Lolich 

did so in six straight seasons (1969-74)...it marked Verlander’s second season for the Tigers with 250-or-more 

strikeouts and he joins Lolich as the only two pitchers in club history to have multiple such seasons...Lolich fanned 250- 

or-more batters in three seasons during his Tigers career (1969, 1971 and 1972). 

Surpassed 200.0 innings for Detroit for the fifth straight season, tossing 251.0 innings -- his streak with 200.0-or-more 

innings pitched is the longest by a Tigers pitcher since Jack Morris did so in seven straight seasons (1982-88). 

* His .192 batting average against and 6.24 hits per nine innings were the lowest by a Tigers pitcher in club history. 

With 250 strikeouts during the season, he passed Joe Coleman (1,000), Frank Lary (1,031), John Hiller (1,036), Virgil 

Trucks (1,046), “Wild Bill” Donovan (1,079), Denny McLain (1,150), Dizzy Trout (1,199) and Hooks Dauss (1,201) to 

move into seventh place in Tigers history with 1,215 strikeouts. 

Posted a 16-3 record when starting following a Tigers loss during the 2011 season -- according to the Elias Sports 

Bureau, it marks the most wins by a major league pitcher following a loss by his team since Steve Carlton posted 19 

such wins for the Philadelphia Phillies during the 1972 season. 
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Named to The Sporting News’ American League All-Star squad following the season. 

Tabbed the best pitcher and rated as possessing the best fastball, best curveball, third-best changeup and third-best 
pick-off move in the American League by Baseball America. 

Earned the nod as the Tigers starter on Opening Day on March 31 at New York's Yankee Stadium, marking the fourth 
consecutive season he has served as Detroit's Opening Day starter -- first Tigers pitcher to start four consecutive 
Opening Days since Jack Morris started 11 straight (1980-90)...fanned eight batters against the Yankees in a no- 
decision that day, marking the most strikeouts by a Tigers pitcher on Opening Day since Hideo Nomo also fanned eight 
batters on April 3, 2000 at Oakland. 

Recorded the 1,000th strikeout of his career on April 22 versus the Chicago White Sox, fanning A.J. Pierzynski in the 
seventh inning -- became the 15th pitcher in Tigers history to compile 1,000 strikeouts. 

Shared American League Player of the Week honors for May 2-8 with Minnesota's Francisco Liriano after posting a 
1-0 record and 1.50 ERA (15.0IP/3ER) in two starts...shared American League Player of the Week honors two more 
times during the season, June 13-19 with Tampa Bay's James Shields and September 12-18 with Erick Aybar of the 
Los Angeles Angels of Anaheim...won both of his starts June 13-19, posting a 0.50 ERA (18.0IP/1ER) and 17 
strikeouts...did not allow a run in 15.0 innings of work as he won both of his starts September 12-18. 

Compiled an 18.0-inning scoreless streak over a three-start stretch May 2-13. 

Tossed the second no-hitter of his career on May 7 at Toronto, the seventh no-hitter in Tigers history -- joins Virgil Trucks 
as the only two pitchers in Tigers history with multiple no-hitters...Trucks threw two no-hitters for the Tigers during the 
1952 season...according to STATS LLC, he became the 27th pitcher to record two career no-hitters in the American or 
National League. 

Compiled a nine-game winning streak May 7-June 30, posting a 1.54 ERA (87.2IP/15ER) over the 11-start stretch. 
Earned the win in seven straight starts May 29-June 30, while working seven-or-more innings and allowing two-or- 
fewer runs -- he joined Frank Lary (September 1-29, 1956) as the only two Tigers pitchers since at least 1919 to work 
seven straight such outings. 

Worked seven-or-more innings and allowed two-or-fewer runs in nine straight starts May 29-July 10 -- according to the 
Elias Sports Bureau, he and Hal Newhouser are the only two Tigers pitchers in franchise history to have such a streak... 
Newhouser compiled his nine-game streak during the 1945 season. 

Selected the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for May after compiling a 3-0 record, 2.62 ERA (44.2IP/13ER) and 33 
strikeouts in six starts. 

Fanned 10 batters on June 9 versus Seattle, his first of four starts with a double-digit strikeout total in 2011 -- struck 
out 12 batters on June 14 versus Cleveland, a career-high 14 batters on June 25 versus Arizona and 10 batters on 
August 11 at Cleveland. 

Garnered both American League and Tigers Pitcher of the Month honors for June -- finished 6-0 with a 0.92 ERA 
(49.0IP/SER) and 54 strikeouts in six starts during the month...according to the Elias Sports Bureau, he became the 
first major league pitcher to post a 6-0 record and an ERA below 1.00 in a single month since Kenny Rogers did so 
with Texas in May of 2005...also according to the Elias Sports Bureau, since 1913, when earned runs became an 
official American League statistic, the only other Tigers pitcher to win six-or-more games during a calendar month in 
which he posted an ERA below 1.00 was Frank Lary in September of 1956...Lary finished 7-0 with a 0.86 ERA 
(63.0IP/6ER) in seven starts during the month...topped all American League pitchers with six wins, a 0.92 ERA and 54 
strikeouts during the month. 

Earned the win in 12 straight starts July 21-September 18, compiling a 2.28 ERA (87.0IP/22ER) -- according to the 
Elias Sports Bureau, his streak of 12 straight starts with a win established a Tigers record...surpassed wins in 11 
straight starts by both Earl Whitehill (July 2-August 19, 1930) and Hal Newhouser (June 11-July 27, 1946)...the 12- 
game winning streak established a career best for Verlander and it marked the longest winning streak by a Tigers 
pitcher since Bobo Newsom compiled a 13-game winning streak April 25-July 13, 1940...marked the second streak in 
which Verlander won seven-or-more straight starts during the season and according to STATS LLC, he is the first major 
league pitcher to have two streaks of winning seven-or-more straight starts during a single season since Minnesota’s 
Frank Viola did so during the 1988 season...he is the first Tigers pitcher to have two such streaks in a single season 
since Denny McLain did so for the club during the 1968 season. 

Tabbed the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for July after posting a 4-2 record, 1.99 ERA (45.1IP/10ER) and 48 strikeouts 
in six starts -- second in the American League with 48 strikeouts during the month, while he tied for third with four wins 
and finished seventh with a 1.99 ERA. 

Registered the 100th win of his career on August 11 at Cleveland -- became the 16th pitcher in Tigers history to earn 
100 wins for the club. 

Recorded his 20th win of the season on August 27 at Minnesota -- became the first major league pitcher to record 20 
wins prior to the end of August since Arizona’s Curt Schilling did so in 2002...prior to Verlander, Toronto’s Roger 
Clemens was the last American League pitcher with 20 wins prior to the end of August, doing so in 1997. 
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Selected the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for August -- finished 5-0 with a 3.12 ERA (34.2IP/12ER) and 40 strikeouts in 
five starts during the month...tied for the lead in the American League with five wins during the month, while he finished 
sixth with 40 strikeouts. 

Compiled a 17.0-inning scoreless streak over a three-start stretch September 7-18. 

* Posted a 4-0 record, 2.55 ERA (35.1IP/10ER) and 32 strikeouts in five starts during September -- tied for fourth in the 
American League with four wins during the month, while he finished eighth with a 2.55 ERA and tied for ninth with 32 
strikeouts. 

+ Limited lefthanded hitters to a .174 batting average (86x495)...righties batted .215 (88x409) against him. 

Finished 10-3 with a 2.37 ERA (117.2IP/31ER) in 16 starts at home -- fourth in the American League with a 2.37 ERA 

at home...posted a 14-2 record and 2.43 ERA (133.1IP/36ER) in 18 starts on the road -- second in the league with a 

2.43 ERA on the road. 

Compiled a 12-4 record and 2.15 ERA (151.0IP/36ER) in 20 starts prior to the All-Star break...posted a 12-1 record and 

2.79 ERA (100.01P/31ER) in 14 starts following the All-Star break. 

+ Fanned 11 batters in Game Three of the American League Division Series on October 3 versus the New York Yankees 

-- marked the third-highest strikeout total by a Tigers pitcher during a single postseason game, trailing 14 strikeouts 

by Joe Coleman (1972 American League Championship Series) and 12 strikeouts by “Wild Bill” Donovan (1907 World 

Series)...marked the fifth time a Tigers pitcher has posted 10-or-more strikeouts during a postseason game. 


Selected to the American League’s All-Star squad for the third time in his career during the 2010 season as he tied for 
fourth in the league with 18 wins for the Tigers. 

Tied for third in the American League with 224.1 innings pitched, while he finished fourth with 219 strikeouts, tied for 
fourth with 33 games started and 8.8 strikeouts per nine innings, tied for fifth with four complete games, finished 
seventh with 10.71 baserunners per nine innings, eighth with 7.62 hits per nine innings, ninth with a .228 batting 
average against and 10th with 3.08 strikeouts per walk. 

Selected to Baseball America’s Second-Team Major League All-Star squad following the season. 

Compiled 18 wins for the Tigers to mark the fifth straight season he has posted a double-digit win total -- first Tigers 
pitcher to post a double-digit win total in at least five straight seasons since Frank Tanana, who also did so in five 
straight seasons (1985-89). 

Fanned 219 batters to mark the second consecutive season he posted 200-or-more strikeouts -- first Tigers pitcher with 
200-or-more strikeouts in consecutive seasons since Jack Morris did so in 1986 and 1987. 

Tossed 224.1 innings to mark the fourth straight season he surpassed the 200.0-inning mark for the Tigers -- his streak 
of four straight seasons with 200.0-or-more innings pitched is the longest by a Tigers pitcher since Jack Morris did so 
in seven straight seasons (1982-88) and Walt Terrell did so over the final four seasons of Morris’ streak (1985-88). 
Rated as possessing the best fastball and curveball in the American League by Baseball America. 

Earned the nod as the Tigers starter on Opening Day on April 5 at Kansas City, marking the third consecutive season 
he has served as Detroit's Opening Day starter -- first Tigers pitcher to start three consecutive Opening Days since Mike 
Moore also started three straight (1993-95). 

Tabbed the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for May after compiling a 4-2 record, 2.64 ERA (44.1IP/13ER) and 41 
strikeouts in six starts -- tied for third in the American League with 41 strikeouts during the month, while he tied for fifth 
with four wins and finished seventh with a 2.64 ERA. 

* Struck out a season-high 11 batters on June 16 versus Washington -- equaled the high with 11 strikeouts on both 
September 12 versus Baltimore and September 24 versus Minnesota...posted a double-digit strikeout total in two other 
starts, fanning 10 batters on both July 3 versus Seattle and September 29 at Cleveland. 

Tied for third in the American League with four wins during June. 

Finished 3-1 with a 2.88 ERA (34.11P/11ER) and 37 strikeouts in five starts during July -- tied for second in the American 
League with 37 strikeouts during the month, while he tied for seventh with three wins and finished ninth with a 2.88 
ERA. 

* Compiled a season-high five-game winning streak August 22-September 24, posting a 1.96 ERA (55.0IP/12ER) and 57 
strikeouts over the seven-start stretch. 

Tied for ninth in the American League with 38 strikeouts during August. 

+ Went the distance in back-to-back starts September 18 at Chicago's U.S. Cellular Field against the White Sox and 
September 24 versus Minnesota -- first Tigers pitcher with back-to-back complete games since Mark Redman did so 
May 21-27, 2002. 

Fanned 11 batters and did not issue a walk as he went the distance to earn the win on September 24 versus Minnesota 
-- marked the first time a Tigers pitcher picked up the win in a complete game effort as he did not allow a walk and 
fanned 10-or-more batters since Jack Morris accomplished the feat on August 13, 1983 versus the New York Yankees. 
Named the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for September after posting a 4-1 record, 2.54 ERA (46.0IP/13ER) and 51 
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strikeouts in six starts -- led the American League with 51 strikeouts during the month, while he tied for second with 
four wins and finished seventh with a 2.54 ERA. 

* Compiled a 12-3 record and 2.31 ERA (113.0IP/29ER) in 16 starts at home -- seventh in the American League with a 
2.31 ERA at home...his 12 wins at home established a Comerica Park single-season record...finished 6-6 with a 4.45 
ERA (111.1IP/55ER) in 17 starts on the road. 

* Posted an 11-5 record and 3.82 ERA (115.1IP/49ER) in 18 starts prior to the All-Star break...finished 7-4 with a 2.89 
ERA (109.0IP/35ER) in 15 starts following the All-Star break. 


Topped the American League with 269 strikeouts for the Tigers in 2009 as he was selected to the American League’s 
All-Star squad for the second time in his career -- first Tigers pitcher to lead the league in strikeouts since Jack Morris 
did so in 1983 with 232 strikeouts...his total of 269 strikeouts marks the fifth-highest single-season total in Tigers history. 
Led the American League with 35 games started, 240.0 innings pitched and 10.1 strikeouts per nine innings, while he 
tied for the league lead with 19 wins, finished third with 4.27 strikeouts per walk, fifth with 10.80 baserunners per nine 
innings, tied for fifth with three complete games, sixth with a 3.45 ERA and 8.21 hits per nine innings, tied for sixth with 
a .243 batting average against and eighth with a .679 winning percentage. 

Established career highs with 19 wins, 35 games started, 240.0 innings pitched and 269 strikeouts. 

Tabbed the Tiger of the Year by Detroit's chapter of the BBWAA. 

According to the Elias Sports Bureau, his 269 strikeouts marked the most by an American League pitcher since 
Boston's Pedro Martinez fanned 284 batters in 2000...his 269 strikeouts led all major league pitchers and he became 
the fourth Tigers pitcher to lead the majors in strikeouts, joining Hal Newhouser (1944 and 1945), Virgil Trucks (1949) 
and Mickey Lolich (1971). 

His 19 wins marked the most by a Tigers pitcher since Bill Gullickson won 20 games for the club in 1991. 

His 240.0 innings pitched marked the most by a Tigers pitcher since Jack Morris worked 249.2 innings for the Tigers 
in 1990 -- became the first Tigers pitcher to lead the league in innings pitched since Morris did so with 293.2 innings 
pitched in 1983. 

Posted seven outings with 10-or-more strikeouts during the season -- marked the most such outings by a Tigers 
pitcher in a single season since Jack Morris also recorded 10-or-more strikeouts in seven games during the 1986 
season. 

Fanned eight-or-more batters in 20 of his starts during the season -- the 20 outings with eight-or-more strikeouts are 
the most by a Tigers pitcher in a single season since at least 1954. 

Became the first Tigers pitcher to top 200 strikeouts in a season since Jeremy Bonderman fanned 202 batters in 2006. 
Rated as possessing the best fastball and curveball in the American League by Baseball America. 

Made his second career Opening Day start on April 6 at Toronto -- became the first Tigers pitcher to start consecutive 
Opening Days since Jeff Weaver did so in both 2001 and 2002. 

Started the 100th game of his career on April 17 at Seattle. 

Equaled a career high with a seven-game winning streak April 27-June 10 -- compiled a 1.10 ERA (65.1IP/8ER) and 
81 strikeouts over the nine-start stretch...according to the Elias Sports Bureau, Verlander was the first Tigers pitcher to 
win at least seven games with an ERA of 1.10-or-lower over a nine-start stretch since Doyle Alexander did so August 
20-September 27, 1987...Alexander went 8-0 with a 0.96 ERA (75.1IP/8ER) over a nine-start stretch in 1987. 
Recorded a quality start in nine straight outings April 27-June 10, the longest such streak by a Tigers pitcher since 
Justin Thompson also registered a quality start in nine straight games July 26-September 5, 1997. 

Compiled a 5-0 record, 0.85 ERA (42.1IP/4ER) and 60 strikeouts over a six-start stretch April 27-May 25 -- according 
to the Elias Sports Bureau, Randy Johnson was the only other active pitcher at the time to ever have a six-start stretch 
in which he won at least five times, had an ERA below 1.00 and struck out 60-or-more batters...Johnson accomplished 
the feat in four different seasons (1994, 1997, 1998 and 2000). 

According to the Elias Sports Bureau, he became the third pitcher in Tigers history to strike out at least 60 batters over 
a six-start stretch as he did so April 27-May 25 -- Denny McLain accomplished the feat twice in 1968, while Mickey 
Lolich did so in 1969 and 1971...Lolich holds the club record with 62 strikeouts over a six-start stretch May 23-June 25, 
1969. 

Won all three of his starts April 27-May 8, fanning 31 batters as he allowed just one run in 23.0 innings pitched -- 
according to the Elias Sports Bureau, he became the first pitcher in Tigers history to win three straight starts while 
allowing only one run and fanning 30-or-more batters. 

Fanned 10-or-more batters in three straight starts May 3-14, marking the fifth time a Tigers pitcher has done so since 
at least 1954 -- Mickey Lolich accomplished the feat once in 1964 and twice in 1971, while Denny McLain pulled off the 
feat in 1968. 

He struck out 35 batters over the three-start stretch May 3-14 and, according to the Elias Sports Bureau, he joined 
Mickey Lolich as the only two pitchers in Tigers history with as many strikeouts over a three-start stretch -- Lolich fanned 
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38 batters over a three-start stretch July 27-August 4, 1971 and he struck out 36 batters over a three-start stretch May 
23-June 9, 1969. 

Compiled a 19.0-inning scoreless streak over a three-start stretch May 3-14. 

Won back-to-back outings over Cleveland, May 3 at Comerica Park and May 8 at Progressive Field, posting a 0.64 
ERA (14.0IP/1ER) and 20 strikeouts -- according to the Elias Sports Bureau, he became the first Tigers pitcher to win 
back-to-back starts with at least 20 strikeouts and no more than one run allowed over the two games since Jack Morris 
did so in July of 1986...Morris tossed back-to-back shutouts, fanning 23 batters over the two outings. 

Fired a two-hit shutout on May 8 at Cleveland -- marked his fourth career complete game and third career shutout. 
Established a career high with 13 strikeouts on May 14 at Minnesota -- marked the most strikeouts by a Tigers pitcher 
since Jeremy Bonderman fanned 14 batters on August 23, 2004 versus the Chicago White Sox...equaled the career 
high with 13 strikeouts on July 29 at Texas...became the first Tigers pitcher with multiple games of 13-or-more 
strikeouts in a single season since Mickey Lolich posted three such games during the 1971 season. 

Selected both the American League Pitcher of the Month and Tigers Pitcher of the Month for May -- compiled 

a 5-0 record, 1.52 ERA (41.1IP/7ER) and 56 strikeouts in six starts during the month...led the league with 56 strikeouts 
during May, while he tied for the lead with five wins, finished second with a 1.52 ERA and third with a .178 batting 
average against (26x146)...according to the Elias Sports Bureau, Verlander was the first major league pitcher to go 
undefeated in a month with as many as 56 strikeouts since Boston’s Pedro Martinez did so in July of 2002...Martinez 
finished 5-0 with 59 strikeouts in 42.1 innings pitched for the Red Sox that month...Jack Morris is the only other Tigers 
pitcher to ever have a month with such numbers as he finished 6-0 with 56 strikeouts in 54.0 innings pitched in August 
of 1983...prior to Verlander, Steve Sparks was the last Tigers pitcher to earn American League Pitcher of the Month 
honors, doing so in August of 2000. 

Went the distance to earn the win over the White Sox on June 10 at Chicago's U.S. Cellular Field -- fanned nine 
batters in the win to bring his season total to 106 through his first 13 starts of the season...according to the Elias Sports 
Bureau, he tied the franchise record for the fewest games to reach 100 strikeouts in a season, matching Mickey Lolich 
in 1969...Lolich fanned 103 batters in his first 13 outings (12 starts) of the 1969 season. 

Selected the Tigers Pitcher of the Month for June after he finished 2-1 with a 2.91 ERA (34.0IP/11ER) in five starts -- 
sixth in the American League with 34 strikeouts during the month. 

Fanned 11 batters and did not issue a walk on July 7 versus Kansas City -- became the first Tigers pitcher to strike out 
at least 10 batters and not issue a walk since Jeff Robinson fanned 10 and did not issue a walk on June 20, 1988 
against the New York Yankees. 

Posted six strikeouts on July 18 against New York at Yankee Stadium to run his season total to 155 strikeouts in his 
first 20 starts of the season -- according to the Elias Sports Bureau, his 155 strikeouts established a Tigers record for 
the most strikeouts by a pitcher in his first 20 outings of the season...eclipsed the old mark of 151 strikeouts established 
by Mickey Lolich in 1969. 

Tossed his third complete game of the season on July 24 versus the Chicago White Sox -- did not allow a run as he 
loaded the bases with no one out in the ninth inning and according to the Elias Sports Bureau, it was the first time a 
major league starting pitcher pitched out of a bases-loaded, no-outs situation in the ninth inning-or-later without 
allowing a run since Seattle’s Mike Moore did so in Kansas City on September 16, 1985...marked his second complete 
game of the season against the White Sox and he became the first Tigers pitcher with two complete games in a 
season against the same team since Mark Redman went the distance twice against the Indians in 2002. 

Did not issue a walk as he matched a career high with 13 strikeouts on July 29 at Texas -- became the first Tigers 
pitcher to fan at least 13 batters and not issue a walk in a game since Mickey Lolich did so on July 31, 1971 versus 
California...Lolich fanned 14 batters as he failed to walk a batter in 12.0 innings of work. 

Finished 4-2 with a 2.57 ERA (42.0IP/12ER) in six starts during July to earn Tigers Pitcher of the Month honors -- led 
the American League with 48 strikeouts during July, while he tied for second with four wins and finished seventh with 
a 2.57 ERA. 

Fanned 10 batters on August 19 versus Seattle. 

Third in the American League with 43 strikeouts during August. 

Recorded 11 strikeouts on September 24 at Cleveland. 

Compiled a 3-2 record and 3.74 ERA (43.1IP/18ER) in six starts during September -- topped the American League with 
49 strikeouts during the month, while he tied for eighth with three wins. 

Limited righthanded batters to a .237 batting average (94x397) -- 10th-lowest batting average against righthanded 
batters in the American League...lefties hit .248 (125x505) with Verlander on the mound. 

Compiled a 10-2 record and 2.81 ERA (115.1IP/36ER) in 16 starts at home -- third in the American League with a 2.81 
ERA at home...his 10 wins equaled his own Comerica Park single-season record (also won 10 games in 2007)... 
finished 9-7 with a 4.04 ERA (124.2IP/56ER) in 19 starts on the road. 

Posted a 10-4 record and 3.38 ERA (122.1IP/46ER) in 19 starts prior to the All-Star break -- fanned 149 batters prior 
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to the All-Star break, marking the most by a Tigers pitcher prior to the All-Star break since Mickey Lolich posted 156 
strikeouts in 1972...finished 9-5 with a 3.52 ERA (117.2IP/46ER) in 16 starts following the All-Star break. 


Started a career-high 33 games during his third full season with the Tigers in 2008 -- tied for fifth in the American League 

with the 33 games started. 

* Led the American League with 17 losses, while he finished third with 14 hit batsmen, tied for third with 87 walks and 
tied for fifth with 108 earned runs allowed. 

* Made his first career Opening Day start on March 31 versus Kansas City -- did not figure in the decision after allowing 
four runs in six innings of work. 

* Suffered a loss in four straight starts April 27-May 14, establishing a career-long losing streak -- matched the career- 

long four-game losing streak twice during the season, July 26-August 11 and August 27-September 20. 

His loss on May 14 at Kansas City dropped his record to begin the season to 1-7 -- according to the Elias Sports 

Bureau, he became the fourth pitcher to start a season with a 1-7 record (or worse) following a season in which the

IN THE NATIONAL LEAGUE 


The first major league Detroit franchise, at the time known as the Wolverines, was a member of the National League from 1881 through 1888. 

The 1887 Wolverines, led by Hall-of-Famer Dan Brouthers, won the franchise's only National League pennant by three and one-half games over the 
Philadelphia Phillies. They subsequently engaged the St. Louis Browns, champions of the American Association, in the longest World Series ever. Detroit 
won 10 of the 15 series games, which were played in 10 different cities over a 16-day period. 

Detroit dropped out of the major leagues after the 1888 season, returning as a charter member of the American League in 1901.

ROBERTO CLEMENTE AWARD 


Since 1971, Major League Baseball has annually presented an award that recognizes a player who best exemplifies the 
game of baseball through sportsmanship, community involvement and positive contributions to his team. 

In 1973, following the tragic death of Roberto Clemente, the award was named to honor the man whose spirit and goodwill 
will always be remembered. The 12-time All-Star and Hall of Famer was killed in a plane crash in 1972 delivering food and 
medical supplies to earthquake victims of Nicaragua. The award recognizes those individuals who truly understand the value of 
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helping others. 

A panel of baseball dignitaries, including Vera Clemente and Commissioner Allan H. (Bud) Selig, annually selects the winner 
from a list of 30 candidates, one from each Major League Baseball Club. These local winners are announced in September 
during Roberto Clemente Day. The winner of the national Roberto Clemente Award is announced during a pre-game ceremony 
at the World Series. Past winners include Jamie Moyer, Jim Thome, Curt Schilling, Al Leiter, Tony Gwynn, Willie Mays, Ozzie 
Smith, and Cal Ripken, Jr.

Stadium on July 8, 1941. The game was attended 
by nearly 55,000 fans and they were rewarded as 
the American League squad rallied from a 5-2 deficit 
with one run in the eighth inning and four runs in the 
ninth to defeat the National League. The comeback 
was capped by a three-run home run off the facing 
of the right field roof by Hall-of-Famer Ted Williams. 
Williams would later characterize the home run as 
one of the most exciting moments of his career. 
Arky Vaughan led the National League offense in 
the loss, becoming the first player in all-star history 
to hit two home runs in a game while adding a 
single and four RBI. 


Three Tigers players were selected to play in the 
contest, including first baseman Rudy York, catcher 
Birdie Tebbetts and righthanded pitcher Al Benton. 
York was the only Tigers player to appear in the 
game, finishing 1x3. The American League squad 
was managed by Tigers skipper Del Baker while 
Tigers coach Merv Shea served as one of the 
coaches.

INATIONAL LEAGUE 8, AMERICAN LEAGUE 3 


Briggs Stadium hosted the 18th All-Star Game on 
July 10, 1951 as the Midsummer Classic was again 
played in Detroit. Over 52,000 fans were in 
attendance and witnessed a home run barrage as 
the National League squad thumped an All-Star 
record four roundtrippers to defeat the American 
League 8-3 and claim their second consecutive 
victory for the first time in all-star history. The 
American League chipped in two home runs to raise 
the game total to six, establishing a new all-star 
record. 


Ralph Kiner drilled a two-run homer for the National 
League in the eighth inning, which made him the 
only player in history to homer in three consecutive 
all-star games. Stan Musial also established a new 
all-star record by being caught stealing twice. 


The Tigers were represented by third baseman 
George Kell, outfielder Vic Wertz and righthanded 
pitcher Fred Hutchinson. Kell started the game at 
third base and drilled a solo home run while Wertz 
started the game in right field and also connected 
for a solo roundtripper.

Perhaps the greatest player in baseball history, there is little doubt that Ty Cobb, called a “Genius in Spikes,” was the 

Tiel competitor the game has ever seen. 
Received seven more votes than Babe Ruth when elected as one of the five original members of the Hall of Fame... 
garnered 98.2 percent of the vote, the highest percentage ever until Tom Seaver was elected with 98.8 percent in 1992. 

* Owns the highest lifetime batting average (.367) in major league history. 

* Major league record 4,191 career hits stood for almost 60 years and single-season major league record of 96 stolen 
bases in 1915 stood for nearly 50 years. 

* Held the major league record for career runs scored (2,245) for 75 years until Rickey Henderson surpassed the total 
during the 2001 season. 

* Also ranks second all-time in triples (297) and fourth in doubles (724) and stolen bases (892)...his triples total is 
second only to Tigers teammate Sam Crawford. 

* Batted .400-or-better three times (.420, 1911; .410, 1912; .401, 1922), tied for most in major league history...one of just 
two players (Rogers Hornsby) who played their entire career after 1900 to accomplish the feat. 

* Chalmers Award winner (American League Most Valuable Player) in 1911 after batting a career-high .420. 

* From 1907-20, won the league batting title in 12 out of 14 seasons. 

* Drove in more than 100 runs seven times, mostly during the dead-ball era, and from 1907-11, led the league in RBI in 
four of the five years. 

* Captured the 1909 Triple Crown, pacing both major leagues in batting average (.377), home runs (9) and RBI (107), en 
route to leading the Tigers to the last of his three World Series appearances. 

* Led the Tigers to consecutive American League pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909. 

* Following a 22-year career with the Tigers, including six seasons (1921-26) as player-manager, played his final two 
seasons as a member of the Philadelphia Athletics. 

* Did not wear a uniform number as they were not used by the Tigers until the 1930s.

One of the finest backstops the game has ever produced, Mickey Cochrane took over a fifth-place Tigers club as player- 
manager in 1934 and immediately led Detroit to back-to-back American League pennants and its first World Series 
Championship in 1935. 
Named the 1934 American League Most Valuable Player after leading the Tigers to their first American League 
pennant in 25 years. 

* The following season, led the Tigers to their first-ever World Series title, scoring the winning run in the bottom of the 
ninth inning in Game Six to defeat the Chicago Cubs at Navin Field. 

* Of that title-clinching game, Cochrane later said, “It was my greatest day in baseball.” 

+ In May of 1937, after homering off the Yankees’ Bump Hadley, Cochrane was beaned in the right temple by a Hadley 
fastball and remained unconscious for 10 days before finally pulling through...although he continued as Tigers manager 
for part of the following season, he never played again. 

* Known as one of the best batsmen ever to play catcher, posting a lifetime .320 batting average and hitting better than 
.300 in a season nine times in his career. 

* Acquired by the Tigers from the Philadelphia Athletics following the 1933 season in exchange for Johnny Pasek and 
$100,000 after taking part in three pennant-winners...helped the 1929 A's, regarded as one of the greatest teams in 
baseball history, to the World Series title. 

« Also named American League Most Valuable Player in 1928 with the Athletics...spent a total of nine seasons with the 
Ass after coming up to the big leagues in 1925. 

* Despite spending just four of his 13 major league seasons in a Detroit uniform, Cochrane entered the Hall of Fame in 
1947 as a Tiger. 

+ Wore uniform No. 3 while playing for Detroit.

« Led the league in three-baggers six times, once in the National League with Cincinnati and five times in the American 
League with Detroit...five times he hit more than 20 triples in a season en route to his career record of 309. 

«Is the all-time leader in triples, legging out 309 for his career. 

« A\lifetime .309 hitter known as one of the hardest hitters of the dead-ball era. 

« Led the American League in RBI three times, runs scored once and doubles once. 

« Finished his career just 39 hits short of 3,000. 

* Batted .314 and led the league with 104 RBI and a career-high 26 triples in 1914 and finished runner-up to 
Philadelphia's Eddie Collins for the Chalmers Award (American League Most Valuable Player). 

* Helped the Tigers to consecutive American League pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909. 

* His nickname derived from his hometown of Wahoo, NE. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame by the Veterans Committee in 1957.

* Batted over .300 in 13 of his 16 full seasons, had 200-or-more hits seven times and posted a lifetime batting average 
of .320. 

« Named the American League Most Valuable Player in 1937 after hitting a career-high .371 to lead the league...finished 
runner-up to teammate Mickey Cochrane for the Most Valuable Player award in 1934. 

+ In 1929, led the American League in eight categories including hits, runs, doubles, triples, stolen bases, games, 
putouts and fielding percentage. 

+ Hit 15-or-more home runs in a season six times and had 100-or-more RBI seven times. 

* Drilled 60 doubles in 1936, a Tigers record for a lefthanded hitter. 

* Batted .375 and handled 39 chances without an error in the 1935 World Series to help Detroit to the title. 

* Also a part of American League pennant-winning Tigers clubs in 1934 and 1940. 

* Had his uniform No. 2 retired by the Tigers on June 12, 1983, the same day that Hank Greenberg's No. 5 was retired. 

* Served as the Tigers General Manager from 1951-53.

A fearsome run producer and home run hitter, “Hammerin’ Hank” Greenberg made the most of a career interrupted by four 
years of military service during World War II and another season lost to injury to capture two American League Most 
Valuable Player awards and a pair of World Series titles. 

* Rapped a Tigers record 63 doubles, just four short of the major league mark, in 1934 in his second full season in the 
majors as the Tigers won their first pennant in 25 years. 

* Unanimous selection as American League Most Valuable Player in 1935 after leading the league with 36 homers and 
170 RBI as the Tigers won their first World Series title, defeating the Chicago Cubs. 

* Suffered a broken wrist just 12 games into the 1936 season after beginning the campaign batting .348 with 16 RBI. 

* Drove in a career-high 183 runs the next year, one short of Lou Gehrig's 1931 league record. 

* In 1938, chased Babe Ruth's 11-year-old single-season home run record (60) before ending the year with a league- 
best 58 longballs. 

+ Won American League Most Valuable Player honors again in 1940, his last full season before entering the Army, as he 
batted a career-best .340 and led the league with 50 doubles, 41 home runs and 150 RBI...carried Detroit to its sixth 
American League pennant. 

* Returned from a four-year stint in the Army in July of 1945 and drilled a grand slam on the final day of the season to 
spur the Tigers back to the World Series...batted .304 with two home runs and seven RBI to lead Detroit past Chicago 
for its second World Series title. 

* Drove in more than 100 runs a total of seven times in his career and hit better than .300 in each of his first seven full 
seasons, including high marks of .340 in 1940 and .337 in 1937. 

* Posted a lifetime slugging percentage of .605, good for seventh-highest in major league history. 

* Completed his brilliant career with one final season in Pittsburgh after being sold by the Tigers to the Pirates on 
January 18, 1947. 

* Had his uniform No. 5 retired by the Tigers on June 12, 1983, the same day that Charlie Gehringer’s No. 2 was retired.

* Bettered the .400 mark (.403) in 1923 to lead the league, collecting 211 hits and driving in 115 runs...in all, batted 
.340-or-better eight times. 

* Led the American League with 237 hits in 1921 and hit .394 to win his first batting title...also won the league batting 
crown in 1923, 1925 and 1927. 

* From 1921-29, drove in at least 100 runs in eight out of nine seasons...drilled at least 40 doubles in eight of his last 10 
seasons as a player. 

* In 1927, finished runner-up to the Yankees Lou Gehrig in American League Most Valuable Player balloting after hitting 
.398 and winning his final batting title. 

* His 1921 total of 139 RBI would have led the league, but Babe Ruth drove in 171 runs that season...three times he 
ranked second in the American League in slugging percentage behind Ruth. 

* Was sold to the Cincinnati Reds on October 14, 1929, where he played in 1930 and ’32...batted .333 in 1930 with 19 
home runs, two off his career best, and 91 RBI. 

+ After his playing career, broadcasted Tigers games on the radio from 1934-51. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame posthumously by the Veterans Committee in 1952. 


KALINE WINS BATTING TITLE AT AGE 20 


In 1955, Hall-of-Famer Al Kaline had one of the best seasons of his career at the age of 20. That season, he became the 
youngest player ever to win the American League batting crown - besting the immortal Ty Cobb by one day - and took the title in 


the American League by 21 points with a career-best .340 batting average. In fact, his batting average led the entire major 
leagues, ending up two points better than Richie Ashburn of the Phillies, who won the National League crown. Kaline registered 
a career-high 200 hits, hit 27 home runs and drove in 102 runs that year. He wound up second in the American League Most 
Valuable Player balloting, finishing 17 points behind Yankees catcher Yogi Berra.

Detroit's manager from 1907-1920, Jennings piloted teams which featured all-time greats Ty Cobb, Harry Heilmann and 

Sam Crawford, and he led the Tigers to consecutive American League pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909. 

« An outstanding shortstop in his playing days, had his best years with the National League's Baltimore Orioles between 
1893 and 1899...drove in more than 100 runs three times, batted .398 in 1896 and led the league in fielding four times. 

+ With Detroit, served as player-manager from 1907-1918, although he only appeared in a handful of games and had 
just nine at-bats in those 12 years...became full-time manager for his final two seasons in a Tigers uniform. 

+ Although his Tigers won three straight league titles, they lost in the World Series each time, twice to the Cubs and 
once to the Pirates. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame posthumously in 1945 by the Veterans Committee. 


AL KALINE RF, 1953-74 mene

If any player defined the Tigers during the last half-century it was Al Kaline, and in 1980, he became just the 10th player 
ever elected to the Hall of Fame in his first year of eligibility...at the time of his retirement, Kaline and Ty Cobb were the 
only Tigers ever to play 20-or-more seasons in a Detroit uniform. 

Runner-up for the American League Most Valuable Player award both in 1955 and 1963, finishing second to Yankees 

catchers Yogi Berra in 1955 and Elston Howard in 1963...both seasons, despite the vote of the baseball writers, The 

Sporting News chose Kaline as its Player of the Year. 

+ Won the league's batting crown in 1955 by batting .340 in just his second full season in the majors...accomplished the 
feat at age 20, making him the youngest batting champion in American League history. 

* Came back from a broken arm earlier in the season to bat .379 against the Cardinals in the 1968 World Series...had 
two home runs among his 11 hits in the series and drove in eight runs, furthering his reputation as a tremendous clutch 
performer. 

* Selected to 18 all-star games over his career, including 15 out of 16 between 1955 and 1967 (selected to two games 
each season, 1959-61)...selected to the all-star squad in 1964 and ’67 but did not play due to injury. 

* Hit .300-or-better nine times and drilled 20-or-more home runs nine times. 

« An outstanding defensive player renowned for his powerful arm, he captured 10 Gold Gloves, enjoyed a streak of 242 
straight errorless games and played in 16 all-star games without committing a miscue. 

* Spent the 1974 season as a full-time designated hitter and rapped his 3,000th career hit off the Orioles’ Dave McNally 
that season, making him the first American Leaguer since Eddie Collins in 1925 to reach that milestone. 

« Ended his career with 3,007 hits, breaking Al Simmons’ 30-year-old American League record for hits by a righthanded 
batter. 

* Also posted 399 career home runs while maintaining a .297 lifetime batting average. 

* Had his familiar uniform No. 6 retired by the Tigers on August 17, 1980, making him the first Tigers player ever to have 
his number retired. 

* Has spent every year since 1976 in the Tigers’ organization, first as a television color analyst (1976-2001) and more 
recently as a special assistant to the president. 


HARWELL ENSHRINED IN COOPERSTOWN 


Ernie Harwell retired as the Tigers play-by-play radio announcer following the 2002 season, his 55th season in Major League 
Baseball and his 42nd calling Tigers baseball. 

He received the Ford C. Frick Award in 1981, presented by the Baseball Hall of Fame for broadcasting excellence. Harwell 
was the fifth recipient of the honor, becoming the first active broadcaster to be inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown. 


Harwell was named the play-by-play broadcaster for the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1948, his first major league appointment. After 
two seasons with the Dodgers, he moved on to play-by-play work for the Giants and Orioles before coming to Detroit in 1960. 
He was at the microphone for Bobby Thomson's historic playoff home run in 1951, marking the first coast-to-coast telecast of a 
major sporting event. 

He served as the Tigers radio play-by-play voice from 1960-91, before broadcasting games for Tigers television from 1993- 
98. Harwell returned to the radio booth for the final season at Tiger Stadium in 1999.

The American League's foremost third baseman in the 1940s and ‘50s, George Kell is one of just 11 third basemen 

enshrined in the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

* Won the 1949 American League batting crown with a .343 average, nosing out Boston's Ted Williams on the final day 
of the season. 

* Selected to 10 all-star games, including eight straight between 1947 and 1954. 

* Batted over .300 nine times and led the AL in hits in 1950 and 1951...also led the league in doubles both seasons. 

+ Was acquired by the Tigers on May 18, 1946, from the Philadelphia Athletics in exchange for outfielder Barney 
McCoskey. 

* In seven seasons with the Tigers from 1946-52, he batted below .300 just once, 1952 when he was traded to the Red 
Sox just 39 games into the season. 

* Known for sure hands and a strong, accurate arm, he led American League third basemen in fielding percentage 
seven times. 

* Wore uniform No. 21 from 1946-50 and No. 7 in 1951 and ’52 with the Tigers. 

+ Was included in an eight-player trade on June 3, 1952, in which he, Dizzy Trout, Hoot Evers and Johnny Lipon were 
sent from the Tigers to Boston in exchange for Johnny Pesky, Walt Dropo, Bill Wight, Fred Hatfield and Don Lenhardt. 

* Also played for the White Sox and Orioles before retiring in 1957. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1983 by the Veterans Committee. 

* Began broadcasting full-time after retiring as a player and, except for 1964, called Tigers baseball every year from 
1959-96...retired from broadcasting in January, 1997.

A lifetime .330 hitter, outfielder Heinie Manush played for six teams over 17 seasons but entered the Hall of Fame as a 

Detroit Tiger after playing his first five years with the club. 

* Played his first three seasons in the big leagues for manager Ty Cobb and won his lone batting title in 1926 under 
Cobb's tutelage, batting .378...overtook Babe Ruth by going six-for-nine in a doubleheader on the last day of the 
season. 

* In 1928, his first season with the St. Louis Browns, collected 241 hits, just 16 short of George Sisler’s 1920 major 
league record...again batted .378 but lost the batting title by a single point to Washington’s Goose Gosilin. 

* Topped the 200-hit mark four times in his career...also posted 40-or-more doubles six times, leading the league in 
1928 and '29, and topped the American League with 17 triples in 1933. 

* Finished as runner-up to Jimmie Foxx for the batting title in 1933 after hitting .336...was selected to his only all-star 
game in 1934. 

* In 7,654 career at-bats, fanned just 345 times (never more than 30 times in a season). 

+ Was traded from Detroit to the St. Louis Browns on Dec. 2, 1927, along with Lu Blue in exchange for Chick Galloway, 
Elam Vangilder and Harry Rice. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1964 by the Veterans Committee. 


STEARNES’ STAR SHINES AT HALL OF FAME 


Norman “Turkey” Stearnes, a standout slugger for the Detroit Stars of the Negro League, earned his spot in baseball 
history as he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 2000. Stearnes, a gifted outfielder and powerful hitter, 
played for the Stars from 1923-30 and in 1937, and he also played with several other Negro League teams. Legendary Negro 
League player Satchel Paige was quoted as saying that “Turkey Stearnes was one of the greatest hitters we ever had...he was 


as good as anybody who ever played baseball.” 

Following his successful career in baseball, Stearnes and his wife, Nettie, stayed in Detroit. Stearnes could almost always 
be found at Tigers home games before he passed away on September 4, 1979 at the age of 78. Nettie Stearnes and the 
Stearnes’ family, friends and former teammates were tireless in their efforts to have Turkey’s accomplishments rightfully recog- 
nized with the sport’s highest honor. In 2000, Turkey Stearnes’ legacy was finally given its due recognition with his induction into 
the Baseball Hall of Fame.

The only pitcher in major league history to win back-to-back league Most Valuable Player awards, Hal Newhouser, Detroit 

born-and-raised, was one of the most dominant pitchers of the 1940s. 

* Captured his first Most Valuable Player award in 1944 after leading the majors with a 29-9 record and 187 strikeouts 
...his 29 victories tied George Mullin’s 1909 club record. 

+ Named Most Valuable Player again the following season, becoming just the third American League pitcher to lead the 
entire major leagues in wins (25), ERA (1.81) and strikeouts (212) all in the same season...his 29 complete games, 
eight shutouts and 313.1 innings pitched also led the majors. 

* Spent 15 of his 17 big-league seasons in a Tigers uniform and during that span was a seven-time all-star, led the 
American League in victories four times, led the league in strikeouts and ERA twice each, and hurled back-to-back 
300-plus inning seasons in 1944 and 1945. 

* From 1944-48, won 20-or-more games in four of the five years and rode his explosive fastball to a total of 118 wins, 
107 complete games and 993 strikeouts...also allowed just 40 home runs and twice posted an ERA under 2.00 during 
that span. 

+ Retired in 1955 after two seasons as a reliever with Cleveland. 

* On July 27, 1997, he became the fourth Tigers player to have his uniform number retired by the club (No. 16). 

«Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1992 by the Veterans Committee.

SPARKY’S LEGACY HONORED AT COOPERSTOWN 


On July 23, 2000, former Tigers manager Sparky Anderson took his place amongst baseball’s best as he was inducted into 
the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, NY. Anderson was voted in during his first year of eligibility for the honor. 

Anderson completed his managerial career after the 1995 season with a Tigers-record 1,331 victories. His total record of 
2,194-1,834, including nine seasons and two World Championships as manager of the Cincinnati Reds, was good enough for a 


.545 career winning percentage. 

Only the fourth manager in baseball history to manage 4,000 games, Anderson is the only manager to hold the career victory 
record for two different franchises. Additionally, he was the first manager to lead teams from both leagues to a World Series title 
and to record 100 victories in one season in both leagues. 

The Tigers retired Anderson’s number 11 as part of a ceremony on June 26, 2011.

Those not qualifying for season credentials will be considered for daily access. 
All requests for credentials must be made online at credentials.mlb.com or in writing on the letterhead of the representative 
organization. 
Daily credentials must be requested at least 24 hours in advance of the game to be covered. 
Credentials will be issued to online services that meet all of the following criteria: 

(1) Is part of a national news gathering agency. 

(2) Reaches a broad audience. 

(3) Produces original content. 

(4) Has an established record of developing original content. 

(5) Employs full-time journalists. 
The Ernie Harwell Media Center is for use by working media ONLY...credentials are not transferable. 
Credentialed media are prohibited from requesting autographs on the field or in the clubhouse...all requests should be made 
through the Tigers Media Relations Department with any violation resulting in immediate revocation of the credential. 
Daily credentials will be available at the designated press gate located on Montcalm Avenue three-and-a-half hours before the 
scheduled first pitch. 
No credentials will be mailed. 


Media Entrance 
Media may enter Comerica Park through the main administrative lobby located on Montcalm Avenue. 


Parking 
A limited number of parking spaces will be set aside for use by media on a daily basis. Please contact the Tigers Media Relations 
Office for more information. 


Ernie Harwell Media Center 

The Ernie Harwell Media Center is located on the lower suite level behind home plate. Access to press areas is by ramp, media 

elevator and stairs (to the third-base side of home). 

* No photography is permitted in the media center without prior approval from the Tigers Media Relations Department. 

« When appropriate, seating charts will be posted, and some seats will be permanently reserved for the regular season. However, 
please contact a Tigers Media Relations representative for assistance with seating location. 

* The media center includes a designated, partitioned area for electronic media located on the first-base side of the media center. 

* Game information packages will be available on the back counter of the media center approximately two hours before the game. 
Box scores, play-by-play sheets and post-game notes will be distributed in the media center, normally about 15 minutes after the 
game's final pitch. 


Clubhouses 

Entrance to both clubhouses is on the Comerica Park service level, accessible by media elevator, ramp or stairs. The Tigers 

clubhouse is located behind third base, while the visitor's clubhouse is behind first base. 

+ Pre- and post-game access rules are those issued by Major League Baseball. 

* All still photography and pre-game video photography is prohibited in the Tigers clubhouse without prior consent from the Tigers 
Media Relations Department. The use of flip cameras and mobile photographic/video devices is not permitted in the Tigers 
clubhouse at any point. 

* Tweeting and texting are prohibited during the manager's pre- and post-game media availability. 


Pre-Game Field Access 
Only media with credentials permitting field access will be allowed on the Comerica Park playing field. All media must clear the 
field 30 minutes prior to first pitch. 


Television Coverage 
All local television stations are prohibited from shooting and distributing footage inside Comerica Park beginning 30 minutes prior 
to each contest and until all broadcast television rightsholders have signed off the air. 
* Footage from Comerica Park property and the concourse area are permitted as long as the playing field does not appear in any 
way in the shot. 
* Television cameras on and around field level are limited to natural light whenever players are on the field. 
* All local television stations desiring to shoot inside Comerica Park must request to do so in advance through the Detroit Tigers 
Media Relations Department. 


In-Game Field Access/Photo Wells 
Only those with credentials expressly permitting in-game field access will be allowed in the photo wells. Two photo wells are 
located adjacent to each dugout, one on the infield side and one on the outfield side of each. 
+ In-game access is limited to still photographers and rightsholders broadcasting the game. Enter and exit the field via the home 
plate entrance only. 
All photographers must be inside the photo wells at all times. 
While the game is in progress, photographers on the field may only change location between innings. Those photographers on 
the field who change location at any other time without prior approval from the Tigers Media Relations Department are subject to 
immediate revocation of credentials. 
The installation and placement of parabolic microphones and remote equipment is limited to camera wells and must not interfere 
or block house video. All equipment must remain in the wells and not extend out toward the playing field. 
No ball — in play or dead — should be handled by anyone other than a ballboy. 

Media Hospitality 

Media hospitality is in the dining room, located in the back of the Ernie Harwell Media Center. There is a charge per meal. 
* Open for meal service to accredited media members two hours before first pitch.

Player and Pitcher of the Year, respectively. Travis hit .351 (177x504) with 28 doubles, four triples, 16 home 
runs, 76 RBI and 22 stolen bases in 132 games with Single A West Michigan and Single A Lakeland. Alvarez 
finished 8-6 with a 2.80 ERA (128.2IP/40ER) and 115 strikeouts in 21 starts with Triple A Toledo.

BILL DANCY 
Field Coordinator 


Dancy will serve as the organization's minor league field coordinator in 2014, his second season in that 
role. The 2014 season will mark Dancy’s 41st season in professional baseball. 

Prior to joining the Tigers organization, he spent three seasons with the Chicago Cubs organization. He 
was tabbed the Southern League Manager of the Year in 2010 after guiding Double A Tennessee to the 
league’s championship series. Dancy managed Triple A lowa during the 2011 season, before serving as 
the organization's minor league infield coordinator in 2012. 

Dancy spent 28 seasons with the Philadelphia Phillies organization as a manager at the minor league level (1979-95, 1998-99), 
minor league infield coordinator (2000), minor league field coordinator (2001-04, 2007-08) and as the club’s third base coach at the 
major league level (2005-06). He managed two seasons with the Atlanta Braves organization at Triple A Richmond (1996-97) and 
he served as a minor league hitting coach with the Kansas City Royals organization in 2009. 

He has guided his teams to the post-season 10 times during his minor league managerial career, including winning league 
championships with Single A Peninsula in 1980 and Double A Reading in both 1983 and 1985. Dancy was named the Eastern 
League Manager of the Year by The Sporting News in 1983. 

Dancy played six seasons at the minor league level with the Phillies (1973-78) and New York Mets (1976). 


KEVIN BRADSHAW 


Infield Coordinator 


Bradshaw will return as the organization’s minor league infield coordinator in 2014 , his second stint in 
that capacity. He spent the 2011 and 2012 seasons as the organization's minor league field coordinator 
after serving as the minor league infield coordinator for three seasons (2008-10). 

Prior to assuming the role of infield coordinator in 2008, he spent 14 seasons as a manager in the 
Tigers system. He began his managerial career with Single A Oneonta in 1999, before managing the Gulf 
Coast League Tigers (2000, 2004-06), Double A Erie (2002-03) and Single A Lakeland (2007). 

Bradshaw was named the 2000 Dwight Lowry Award winner as the Tigers Player Development Man of the Year after leading 
the Gulf Coast League Tigers to a second-place finish in the Eastern Division with a record of 34-26. 

He managed the North Shore Honu in the Hawaii Winter League following the 2007 season, guiding the club to a 26-12 record 
and the league’s championship. Additionally, Bradshaw managed the Peoria Javelinas in the Arizona Fall League following the 
2009 season, winning the league’s championship and posting an 18-14 record. 

Bradshaw has spent his entire baseball career with the Tigers organization, playing four seasons at the minor league level 
(1986-89) before he began his coaching career in 1990 with Double A London. Bradshaw also served as a coach with Rookie level 
Bristol in 1991, Triple A Toledo in 1992, Lakeland in 1993 and Double A Trenton in 1994. 


JOE DEPASTING 


Catching Coordinator 
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DePastino will serve as the minor league catching coordinator in 2014, his fourth season in that role 
and his seventh season in the Tigers organization. 

He joined the Tigers organization in 2008 as the manager at Single A West Michigan, guiding the 
Whitecaps to the Midwest League playoffs during each of his three seasons. DePastino’s assignment as 
the manager at West Michigan was his first professional managing or coaching assignment. 

He played 13 seasons professionally after being selected by the Boston Red Sox in the seventh round 
of the June 1992 draft. Primarily a catcher in his career, DePastino played at the minor league level with the Red Sox (1992-99), 
Baltimore Orioles (2000), Houston Astros (2000), New York Mets (2002-03), Atlanta Braves (2004) and Toronto Blue Jays (2005). 

DePastino reached the majors with the Mets in 2003, appearing in two games with the club. 


BRUCE FIELDS 


Hitting Coordinator 


Fields will serve as the minor league hitting coordinator in 2014, his second season in that role. 

Prior to returning to the Tigers organization, Fields spent seven seasons working various capacities 
with the Cleveland Indians. He joined the Indians as a coach at Triple A Buffalo for the 2006 season. 
Fields was named Cleveland's minor league hitting coordinator prior to the 2007 season, a role he held 
until being promoted to the club’s major league hitting coach on June 19, 2011. He served as Cleveland's 
hitting coach through the conclusion of the 2012 season. 

Following the conclusion of his playing career, Fields returned to the Tigers organization to serve as a coach with Double A 
London (1992) and Triple A Toledo (1993-94) before he began his managerial career with Single A Jamestown (1995-96). 

Fields spent four seasons (1997-2000) as the manager at Single A West Michigan. He led the Whitecaps to the Midwest 
League championship in 1998, garnering the Dwight Lowry Award as the Tigers Player Development Man of the Year. He was 
named the Midwest League’s Manager of the Year in 2000 after guiding West Michigan to an 88-52 record. 

He served as the manager of Toledo for two seasons (2001-02), leading the Mud Hens to the International League’s West 
Division championship in 2002. Fields was named Detroit’s hitting coach on October 9, 2002, a role he held until being named the 
club's bench coach on July 1, 2005. 

Fields played 14 seasons after being selected by the Tigers in the seventh round of the June 1978 draft. He spent the majority 
of his career in the minor leagues, seeing major league action with Detroit (1986) and Seattle (1988-89). 

He eldest son, Aaron, was selected by Cleveland in the June 2010 draft. His youngest, Daniel, was selected by the Tigers in 
the June 2009 draft, and he saw action with Double A Erie in 2013.

Sager will serve as the pitching coordinator in 2014 after six seasons as the pitching coach at Triple A

Michigan, before serving in that same capacity with Double A Erie in 2007. 

He pitched professionally for 12 seasons (1988-99), logging time in the San Diego, Colorado, Detroit 
and Cincinnati organizations.

During his tenure with the Marlins, Peterson served as the pitching 
coach for Single A Kane County (1993-97) and Double A Portland (1998) before being named the 
performance enhancement instructor (1999-2001). 

His coaching career began with Kansas City’s Double A affiliate in Memphis during the 1990-91 seasons as the club’s pitching 
coach. In 1992, he was the pitching coach with Salt Lake, an independent team in the Rookie level Pioneer League.

Durham returns for his 14th season both as a coach at Triple A Toledo and with the Tigers organization 
in 2014. He served as a coach for Team USA during the Pan American Qualifying Tournament in 2010. 

Prior to joining the Tigers organization in 2001, Durham spent five seasons as a coach in the Anaheim 
Angels organization. Durham was a coach with Triple A Edmonton (1999-2000), and was previously a 
coach with Triple A Vancouver in 1997-98 and Single A Lake Elsinore during the 1996 season.

A former Tigers pitcher, Henneman returns to serve as the pitching coach with Single A West Michigan 
for the second straight season. It marks his first professional coaching assignment. 

He saw action in 10 seasons at the major league level with the Tigers (1987-95), Houston Astros 
(1995) and Texas Rangers (1996). Henneman compiled a 57-42 record, 3.21 ERA (732.2IP/261ER), 193 
saves and 533 strikeouts in 561 appearances during his major league career. 

Selected by the Tigers in the fourth round of the June 1984 draft, Henneman is second in club history 
with 154 saves, while he is fifth with 491 appearances. 

Henneman was selected to the American League's all-star squad in 1989.

HOW THEY BECAME KNOWN AS “TIGERS” 


Research reveals the nickname “Tigers” was first applied to the Detroit club in 1895. Baseball historians had long credited 
Philip J. Reid, city editor of the Detroit Evening News, with first using the name in print in 1896. However, George Stallings, 
manager of the Detroit team which was then a member of the Western League, took credit for the nickname because he had his 
players wear black-and-brown striped stockings which, he said, reminded the fans of “tiger stripes.” 

It appears, though, that it was actually an unidentified headline writer at the Detroit Free Press who originated the Tigers 
nickname in 1895, a year before Stallings became manager and before the team was wearing striped stockings. Previously, the 


team had simply been called “Detroit,” “the Detroits,” sometimes the “Wolverines” and at times the “Creams.” 

On April 16, 1895, the Free Press printed a headline over a baseball story which read, “Strouthers’ Tigers Showed Up Very 
Nicely.” On the same page, a string of baseball notes was headed “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 1895.” Curiously, not once in 
either story was the word “Tigers” used. 

From then on, the Free Press fairly regularly called the club the “Tigers” and in May, 1895, The Sporting Life began using 
“Tigers” in its dispatches from Detroit. However, up to July 1, 1895, careful research disclosed that neither the Detroit Evening 
News nor its Sunday paper, the News-Tribune, had ever used “Tigers.”

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The Detroit Tigers return to Spring Training in 2014 for their 78th season in Lakeland and their 49th at Joker 
Marchant Stadium. 

The Tigers first trained in Lakeland in 1934 at Henley Field before moving a mile north to Joker Marchant 
Stadium in 1966. In January 2001, the Tigers agreed to extend their relationship with Lakeland for 16 additional 
years. 

Marchant Stadium was named in honor of the late Joker Marchant, Lakeland’s former parks and recreation 
director. The all-concrete grandstand of the stadium was built by the City of Lakeland at a cost of $500,000 and 
originally seated 4,900 spectators. Expansion projects beginning in the early 1970s brought the capacity to 7,100 
and the recently completed renovation project upped the capacity to 9,000. Previous renovations have included 
the addition of lights that allowed the first night game to be played in Lakeland in 1972 and a food and picnic court 
that was added in 1994 to increase the fan appeal of Joker Marchant Stadium.The recent $11 million renovation 
project has transformed the park into a state of the art facility that features luxury suites, a second tier concourse 
level, new seating areas, an outfield seating berm, as well as brand new individual seats with cupholders and 
improved seating for handicapped fans. The improvements continued to the exterior of the park with the extensive 
use of Mediterranean style architecture. The press box has been improved and expanded, a new practice field has 
been added, as well as four new indoor batting cages. 


TIGERS SPRING TRAINING INFORMATION 


Adjacent to the 12-acre tract on which the stadium is 
situated is TigerTown, the Tigers minor league training 
site since 1953. A three-story dormitory provides housing 
for 190 players and coaches. It was dedicated in 1971 
and named in honor of the late John Fetzer, former owner 
and president of the Detroit Tigers. A new administration 
building, cafeteria and recreation center were constructed 
in 1993 to complete the TigerTown renovation. 

Several changes were also made to the clubhouse 
building at Marchant Stadium during the 1997-98 
off-season. Three executive offices and a large suite were 
added to the complex as well as offices for both the 
home and visiting managers. The locker room and 
laundry areas were also expanded at that time.

FETZER HALL AND TIGERTOWN FACILITIES

While the Tigers major league club has trained in Lakeland since 1934, the organization’s minor league 
affiliates have called Lakeland home since 1953. The move to the TigerTown facility in 1953 was aided by the use 
of barracks that were originally part of the Lodwick School of Aeronautics, a British training school for aviation 
cadets during World War II. The school closed in August, 1945 and was converted to a city airport, which was later 
named Lodwick Field. The barracks from the former training school allowed the team to provide room and board 
for players throughout Spring Training. 

The original setup at Lodwick Field boasted four diamonds, a fieldhouse, recreation room and a dining hall, 
which was said to have served nearly 16,000 meals during Spring Training in 1953. The field provided the club 
with an all-encompassing facility that could serve the needs of the minor league system during Spring Training. 
When the facility opened in 1953, the club owned three minor league affiliates and had working agreements with 
four other clubs. The 1953 Detroit Tigers Press Book stated that 200 rookies would be given the opportunity to 
display their wares in the first minor league spring training held at what is now the TigerTown complex. 
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TIGERS SPRING TRAINING INFORMATION 


Player housing on site at the TigerTown complex 
continued in the barracks through the 1970 season, 
when the club, in conjunction with the City of Lakeland, 
began construction on Fetzer Hall at a cost of $425,000. 
Touted as boasting the last word in construction with air 
conditioning, controlled heating and carpeted rooms, the 
dormitory was designed to house nearly 200 players 
and coaches during the baseball season. 

The facility was completed during the summer of 
1970 and dedicated in 1971. It was named in honor of 
| the late John Fetzer, former owner and president of the 
EY Detroit Tigers. The Tigers added an administration 
| building, cafeteria and recreation center in 1993 to 
* expand the TigerTown facility. 

Fetzer Hall and the surrounding facilities underwent a $1 million renovation prior to the 2008 season. The 
renovation upgraded the dormitory rooms, lounge areas, recreational areas and the cafeteria. Each room is 
equipped with a flat screen television and high-speed Internet access. Lounge areas feature large screen 
televisions and couches for players to relax. 

Each room in Fetzer Hall is named for a different part of Tigers history. Rooms on the first floor are named 
after Tigers Hall of Fame players. Rooms on the second floor are named after noteworthy Tigers coaches and 
managers and the third floor rooms are named after different parts of TigerTown history. 

What began as simple housing accomodations in former military barracks has given way to a facility that 
helps provide players with many of the comforts of home while allowing them to stay in close proximity to top 
notch training facilities. The advancement from Lodwick Field and military barracks to the current TigerTown facility 


and Fetzer Hall has helped the Tigers maintain one of the top minor league headquarters in baseball.

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COMERICA PARK 


Comerica Park is home to the Detroit Tigers, a charter member of the American League and one of the storied 
franchises in the history of Major League Baseball. The opening of the park on April 11, 2000 ushered in a new era 
of baseball in Detroit that features a multi-faceted fan experience in one of the premier venues in professional 
sports. Comerica Park was designed with fans in mind and provides a one-of-a-kind experience for fans of all ages. 


AN URBAN VILLAGE 

Comerica Park is rooted at the center of an urban village that includes shops, restaurants, offices, the neighboring 
Ford Field, Fox Theatre and other attractions. Buildings of varying sizes and heights make up this village of 
outbuildings which houses many of the service facilities surrounding the park. Roughly 70,000 square feet of retail 
space is included and another 36,000 square feet is dedicated to Tigers offices. The result blends into the 
surrounding street life of Foxtown. Comerica Park provides a beautiful view of the Detroit skyline which is 
highlighted by the Renaissance Center, Detroit Athletic Club and many Detroit landmarks. 


THE CONCOURSES 

The concourses are among the most generous of any facility. The 
minimum width of the main concourse is 40 feet, with wider concourses in 
many areas. The upper concourse is approximately 34 feet wide. 
Concourses at old Tiger Stadium were between 17 and 27 feet on the 
lower level, 11 feet behind the last row of the lower deck and 11 feet in 
the upper level. 


THE WALK OF FAME 

Touring the main concourse, fans are taken through time on a tour of 
baseball and lifestyle history. The concourse is divided into a chronology 
of Tigers history. Decade monuments covering two decades each are 

+) placed along the concourse, towering from floor to ceiling and featuring 
artifacts from each era. 


CONCESSIONS FACILITIES AND FOOD COURT 

84 Typical ballparks have a point of sale (register) for every 200 fans; 
Comerica Park abbreviates the wait with one point of sale for every 125 
fans. Among the many tantalizing food options are the “Brushfire Grill’

THE SCOREBOARD 
One of the newest and most stunning features at Comerica Park is the massive High Definition LED video board in 
left field. The Daktronics board measures approximately 48 feet high and 127 feet wide and utilizes the latest in 
LED technology, offering excellent clarity and contrast of video images. In addition to the main board, a five-foot 
high and 100-foot wide LED display is positioned beneath the main board to provide pitcher statistics and other 
information. The state-of-the-art technology continues on top of the board with a script Tigers logo which utilizes 
LED technology to allow the lettering to change color and be animated for special events throughout the season. 


FAMILY ENTERTAINMENT 

In the middle of the food court, a merry-go-round is available for the young and young-at-heart, with patrons riding 
atop tigers instead of horses. Behind the “Brushfire Grill’ barbecue area stands a baseball-themed ferris wheel. 
The stunning fountain above center field synchronizes music and light to spraying fountains of water. 


SEATING LEVELS AND CAPACITIES 

There are approximately 23,000 seats in the lower bowl of Comerica Park and 2,000 in the two suite levels. There 

are roughly 12,000 in the main upper deck. From just past first base to the right-field foul line there is a section with 
4,000 seats that does not have a suite level. The upper deck in this level is approximately 15 feet lower and closer 
to the field than the main upper deck. 


PREMIUM SEATING AREAS 

Comerica Park features four premium seating areas. Located at the upper rows of the lower bowl, the Tiger Den 
resembles the fashionable boxes at old-time sporting venues with movable chairs. A private lounge is available for 
patrons. The first five rows of the upper bowl have been designated as club seats, and patrons have access to the 
Club Lounge. Another premium seating area is located in the lowest rows of the lower bowl, called On-Deck Circle 


seats. Additionally, there are two levels of suites, which includes several party suites that are available for individual [4

Comerica Park features larger-than-life sculptures of six Tigers legends that 
overlook the field from the left field concourse. The sculptures feature Ty Cobb, 
Charlie Gehringer, Hank Greenberg, Willie Horton, Al Kaline and Hal Newhouser. 
They were designed by sculptor Omri Amrany and were cast in stainless steel. 
Gate A features a sculpture of legendary Hall of Fame broadcaster Ernie Harwell to 
greet fans as they enter Comerica Park. 


THE TIGER CLUB 

The Tiger Club, open on a membership basis, features approximately 20,000 
square feet of entertaining space. There is seating for 300 overlooking the playing 
field in right field, a bar for 200, a cigar bar and banquet facility. 


THE CHAMPIONS CLUB 

The Champions Club, open on a membership basis, combines the perks of luxury 
seating with an open and relaxed lounge atmosphere. The Champions Club 
opened in 2006 and is located on the suite level down the left field line. 


GATED ENTRANCES 

There are three main gated entrances to Comerica Park, each featuring attractions 
on a grand scale. Among the features are immense 80-foot high baseball bats 
framing the gates, tiger sculptures and Pewabic tile accents. 


FANTASTIC FIREWORKS 

Not only is Comerica Park known for explosive action on the field, but also explosive action in the skies above. 
Beginning shortly after the park opened in 2000, fantastic fireworks displays have been held on select weekends 
throughout the season, adding unrivaled value and fun to an already exciting product. 


SPECIAL NEEDS ACCESS 

Comerica Park complies with all guidelines of the ADA. In completing the facility, the Tigers worked extensively with 
organizations including The Paralyzed Veterans of America’s Michigan Chapter and the Michigan Commission for 
the Blind to ensure accessibility for all fans and a great baseball experience for guests who enter Comerica Park. 


THE TEAM 

The design team of HOK Sport and the Detroit-based Smith, Hinchman and Grylls served as architects for 
Comerica Park, while Huber, Hunt & Nichols, Inc., Turner Construction Company and White Construction Company 
joined forces to form Hunt-Turner-White as construction management team. Private financing accounts for more 
than 60 percent of Comerica Park, with partners including the Tigers and a bank syndicate led by Sumitomo Bank, 
Limited, Societe General, First Chicago NBD, Provident Bank of Maryland, First of America Bank, Standard Federal 
Bank and Michigan National Bank. Public financing participants include the Michigan Strategic Fund 
(infrastructure), City of Detroit Downtown Development Authority and Wayne County. 


COMERICA PARK 


Comerica Park is entering its 15th season as the home of the Detroit Tigers. Despite such a short history, 
Comerica Park has seen many exciting moments that are part of the fabric of Detroit baseball history. 


MIDSUMMER CLASSIC RETURNS TO MOTOWN 

The first marquee Major League Baseball event to take place at Comerica 
Park was the 2005 Major League Baseball All-Star Game. It marked the 
fourth all-star game in Detroit and the first since 1971. The American 
League defeated the National League 7-5 behind home runs from Mark 
Teixeira and Miguel Tejada. In the home run derby, Bobby Abreu set a 
major league record by belting 24 home runs in the first round and 41 
home runs over the course of the contest. 


PLAYOFF BASEBALL COMES TO COMERICA PARK 

After clinching the American League Wild Card during the regular season 
and opening the 2006 playoffs at Yankee Stadium, the first playoff game in 
the history of Comerica Park was played on October 6, 2006. The Tigers 
defeated the Yankees 6-0 and went on to win five of the six games held at 
Comerica Park during the 2006 playoffs. 


MAGGLIO ORDONEZ BELTS HISTORIC HOME 
RUN TO SEND TIGERS TO THE FALL CLASSIC 
Tigers right fielder Magglio Ordonez stepped to the 
plate in the bottom of the ninth inning with the score 
tied at three in Game Four of the 2006 American 
League Championship Series. He belted a Huston 
Street delivery into the Detroit sky for a game- 
ending three-run home run that propelled the Tigers 
to the club’s first World Series berth since 1984. 


WORLD SERIES BASEBALL AT COMERICA PARK 

The Tigers have appeared in the World Series twice since Comerica Park opened in 2000. 
The Tigers split two games with the St. Louis Cardinals in the 2006 World Series and lost 
both games to the San Francisco Giants in the 2012 World Series at Comerica Park. 


VERLANDER FIRES SIXTH NO-HITTER IN FRANCHISE HISTORY 

Justin Verlander fired the sixth no-hitter in franchise history on June 12, 2007 in a 4-0 victory 
over the Milwaukee Brewers. It marked the first no-hitter at Comerica Park and the first no- 
hitter by a Tigers pitcher in Detroit since Virgil Trucks on May 15, 1952 at Briggs Stadium.
